• • • HELMET, MIT! 


It is a well known fact that if the extremities 
are kept warm, the rest of the body does 
not feel the cold. See to it that the men 
who are doing so much for us on land and 
in the air have all the comfort we can 
provide in the form of sensible woollies. 


HELMET 

MATERIALS.— 2 ozs. W.B. “ MELODY ” 

3 ply. 1 pair No. 9 Milward’s “ Knobfast ” 
knitting pins. 1 set of No. 9 Milward’s “ Casein ” 
knitting pins. 1 stitch holder. 

MEASUREMENTS.— To fit average head. 

TENSION.— 7 sts. tp 1 inch. 

NOTE. —Work into the back of all cast on sts. 
to ensure a firm edge. 

IMPORTANT NOTE. —To ensure that the 
finished work be correct in size to the given 
measurements, it is essential that the tension 
agrees with that quoted above. The needles 
stated were used in knitting the original 
specimen, but if your tension does not agree, 
other sizes should be tried until the correct 
tension is produced. 

This is the only way to make a satisfactory 
garment. 

ABBREVIATIONS.— K.—knit. P.—purl. 
St. st.—stocking stitch (i.e., alternate rows of 
K. and P.). S.l.—slip one. P.s.s.o.—pass slip 
st. over. Tog.—together. 


2nd row. —Rib 10. Purl to the last 10 sts.. Rib 10. 
Repeat these 2 rows until work measures 6 ins. 
from commencement, ending with the last row, 
leave this on a st. holder and work another piece 
in the same way, then proceed as follows :— 
Using the set of No. 9 pins (K. 1, P. 1) 5 times 
K. 32 on to the first pin K. 10 (K. 1, P. 1) 5 times 
and rib, 10, K. 12 from holder on to the 2nd pin 
and K. 30, rib 10 on to 3rd pin, then work in 
rounds of K. 1, P. 1 rib for 2 ins. 

Now work as follows :— 

K. 19, slip the next 24 sts. on to a holder, turn 
and continue to work in st. st. on 2 needles, 
commencing with a purl row, for 7 ins., ending 
with a purl row, then shape as follows :— 

1st row.—K. 64, S. 1, K. 1, p.s.s.o., turn. 

2nd row. —P. 29, S. 1, K. 1, p.s.s.o., turn. 

3rd row.— K. 29, S. 1, K. 1, p.s.s.o., turn. 

Repeat the last 2 rows until all the sts. are 
worked on to one needle again (30 sts.). Break 

wool, then . _ .. ... 

Using the set of No. 9 pins, rib over the 24 sts. 
on holder, knit up 16 sts. along the side edge on 
first pin. Knit up 22 sts. up side edge and the 
30 sts. left on pin, on to 2nd pin and knit up 
38 sts. along the other edge (130 sts. in the 
round). Work in rounds of K. 1, P. 1 rib for 1 
inch. Cast off in rib. 

Press with a warm iron over a damp cloth on the 
wrong side of work. 



MITTENS 


Using the pair of No. 9 pins, cast on 62 sts. and 
work in K. 1, P. 1 rib for 1 inch, then work as' 
follows :— 

1st row. —Rib 10. Knit to the last 10 sts., Rib 10. 


MATERIALS.— 2 ozs. T.H. “LILY” 4 ply. 1 
set No. 10 Milward’s “ Casein ” knitting pins. 
1 set No. 11 Milward’s “Casein ” knitting pins. 

MEASUREMENTS. —To fit average hands.

TENSION.—7 sts. to 1 inch. 


LEFT MITTEN.—Using the Set of No. TO pins, 
cast on 48 sts. (16 on each of 3 pins). Work in 
rounds of K. 1, P. 1 rib for 3 ins. Change to 
No. 11 pins, and K. 10 rounds. ) Hf 
Next round.—K. 42, inc. in next st„ K. 1 inc. 
in next st., K. 3, K. two rounds.' 

Next round.—K. 42, inc. in next st., K. 3 inc. 
in next st., K. 3, K. two rounds. 

Next round.—K. 42, inc. in next st., K. 5, inc. 
in next st., K. 3, K. two rounds. 

Next round.—K. 42, inc. in next st., K. 7, inc. 
in next st., K. 3, K. two rounds. 

Next round.—K. 42, inc. in next st., K. 9, inc. 
in next st., K. 3, K. two rounds. 

Next round.—K. 42, inc. in next st., K. 11, 
inc. in next st., K. 3, K. two rounds. 

Next round.—K. 42, inc^ in next st., K. 13, 
inc. in next st., K. 3, K. two rounds. 

Next round.—K. 42, inc.- in next 
in next st., K. 3. (32 sts. on 3rd needle). 

Next round.—K. 44, slip next 16 sts. to a piece 
of wool for thumb, K. 4. 

Knit 8 rounds. 

FIRST FINGER.—K. 8, then slip all but last 
8 sts. to a piece of wool. Put last 3 sts. of first 
8 to a 2nd needle and cast on 2 sts., K. 2 of the 
last 8 sts., then with a 3rd needle K. remaining 6 

there are now 18_sts. for finger. 

K. 28 rounds. 

Next round.—* K. 2 tog., K. 2. Rep. from * 
all round, ending K. 2 tog. K. one round. 

Next round.—* K. 2 tog., K. 2. Rep. from * 
all round, ending K. 3. K. one round. 

Thread wool through remaining sts. draw up 
and fasten off. 

Divide remaining sts. on 3 needles, 12 on first, 
12 on second, 8 on third, pick up 4 sts. across 
opening. 

K. 20 rounds. 


SHAPE TOP.—K. 1, S. 1, K. T, p.s.s.o., K. 12, 
K. 2 tog., K. 3, S. 1, K. 1, p.s.s.o., K. 10, K. 2 tog., 
K. 2, K. two rounds. 

Next round.—K. 1, S. 1, K. 1, p.s.s.o., K. TO, 
K. 2 tog., K. 3, S. 1, K. 1, p.s.s.o., K. 8, K. 2 tog., 
K. 2, K. two rounds. 

Next round.—K. 1, S. 1, K. 1, p.s.s.o., K. 8, 
K. 2 tog., K. 3, S. 1, K. 1, p.s.s.o., K. 6, K. 2 tog.. 

Next round.—K. 1, S. 1, K. 1, p.s.s.o., K. 6, 
K. 2 tog., K. 3, S. 1, K. 1, p.s.s.o., K. 4, K. 2 tog., 
K. 2. 

Next round.—K. 1, S. 1, K. 1, p.s.s.o., K. 4, 
K. 2 tog., K. 3, S. 1, K. 1, p.s.s.o., K. 2, K. 2 tog., 
K. 2. 

Next round.—K. 1, S. 1, K. 1, p.s.s.o., K. 2, 
K. 2 tog., K. 3, S. 1, K. 1, p.s.s.o., K. 2 tog., K. 2. 
(12 sts.). 


Next round.—(K. 2 tog., K. 2) to end of round. 
K. 2 rounds. 

Next round.—K. 2 tog., K. 2 to last st., K. 1. 
K. one round. 

Break wool and draw through remaining sts. 
Fasten off. 

RIGHT MITTEN.—Work as for left mitten 
with thumb and finger shapings at beg. of first 
needle instead of end of third. 

Press with a warm iron over a damp cloth. 



SOCKS 

MATERIALS.—4 ozs. T.H. “LILY” 4-ply. 

A set of No. 12 Milward’s “Casein ” knitting, 
pins.

MEASUREMENTS.—Length from top of leg 
to sole of foot, 13J ins. Length of foot, \\\ ins., 
or as required.

oo TENSION.—8 sts. to 1 in. in width. 


Begin at the upper edge of one leg by casting on 
60 sts., 20 on each of 3 needles. 

Work a depth of 3 ins. in K. 1, P. 1 rib. 
fc'* Change to stocking st„ and continue quite 
straight till the work measures a depth of 11 ins. 
from the beginning. 

Now divide for the heel. 

Knit the first 15 sts. of the round to one needle, 
then pass the last 15 sts. of the round to the 
opposite end of the same needle. 

These 30 sts. are for the heel. 

Divide the remaining 30 sts. to 2 needles and 
leave for the instep. 

For the heel, always slipping the first st. of every 
row—knitwise on a purl row and purlwise on a 
knit row—work 29 rows in stocking st. 

If required a thread can be knitted with the wool 
m order to give strength to the heel. 

Now turn the heel. 

1st row.—Knit 18, K. 2 tog., turn. 

2nd row.—Purl 7, P. 2 tog., turn. 

3rd row.—K. 8, K. 2 tog., turn. 

4th row.—P. 9, P. 2 tog., turn. 

5th row.—K. 10, K. 2 tog., turn. 

Continue in this way till all the heel sts. are on 
one needle again. 

Knit across half the sts., completing the heel.

Now slip the instep sts. to one needle. 

Take a spare needle, knit the remaining sts. of 
the heel, knit up 15 sts. at the side of the heel. 
With a second needle knit across the instep sts. 
With a third needle knit up 15 sts. at the side of 
the heel, then knit across the first half of the heel 
sts. 

Now begin the shaping. 

Knit as far as the last 3 sts. of the first needle, 
K. 2 tog., K. 1. 

Knit across the sts. of the second needle without 
shaping. 

On the third needle K. 1, K. 2 tog., through the 
backs of the sts. and complete the row. 

Knit one round plain. 

Repeat the last 2 rounds 8 times more. 

60 sts. remain on the needle. 

Work quite straight for a depth of 6 ins. or more 
or less according to the length of foot required. 
Now shape the toe. 

On the next round knit every 9th and 10th sts. 
tog. all round. 

Knit 2 rounds plain. 

On the ioliowing round knit every 8th and 9th 
sts. tog. all round. 

Knit 2 rounds plain. 

Continue decreasing in this way on every 3rd 
round having 1 st. less between each decrease 
till 18 sts. remain on the needle. 

Thread the wool through the remaining sts., 
draw up and fasten off securely. 

Make the second sock in the same way. 

Fold the socks correctly, then press on the right 
side with a hot iron over a damp cloth.
